5. Saving:- Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for Scheduled Castes, 
and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard. 

6. Power to Relax.— Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order 
for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules, with respect to any class or category of persons.

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(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Number, Classification and Scale of Pay —The number of posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall 
be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules, 

3 . Method of Recruitment, Age I imit and Qualifications, etc. , — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into, or contracted, a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person; 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to 
such person and the other party to the marriage and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule. 

5. Power to Relax.— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect of any class or category' of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall alfeet reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Govern- 
ment from time to time in this regard.

3 Power to relax — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reaons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6 Saving — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Caste#, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the orders Issued by the Central Government from time to time in 
this regard.

1. Short title and commencement. — (l) These Rules may be called the Andaman and Nicobar Administration Development

2. Number, Classification and Scale of Pay. — The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in column 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc.— The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other mattow 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in column 5 to 13 Of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification: — No person, — 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a Spouse living, or 

(b) Who, having a Spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for as doing exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax: — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to bo recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
ruleswith respect to any class or category of persons/ 

9. Saving: — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation and other concessions required to be provided for the Schedult 
Castes, the Schedule Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

G.S.R, 175.— The following draft of certain rules which 
the Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 6 of the Indian 
Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908) read with sub-section (1) of 
section 35, thereof, to regulate the entry into, movements 
in and departure from the port of Port Blair in the Union 
Territory of Andaman and Nicobar Islands of all vessels of 
and above, the measurement of 200 tonnes for the purposes 
of introducing compulsory pilotage and for the levy of pilo- 
tage fees etc. in respect of such vessels at the said port is 
hereby published, for the information of all persons likely 
to be affected thereby, as required by sub-section (2) of the 
said section 6 and notice is hereby given that the said draft 
shall bo taken into consideration on or after a period of sixty 
days from the date of publication of this notification in the 
Official Gazette, by the said Government together with the 
objections or suggestions that may be received from any 
person with respect to the said draft, before the period 
specified above. 

Objections or suggestions, if any, shall be addressed to 
the Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of Ship- 
ping and Transport (Transport Wing), New Delhi. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and application; — (1) These rules may be 
called the Andaman and Nicobar Islands (Compulsory Pilo- 
tage of, and levy of pilotage fees etc. on certain Vessels Enter- 
ing or Departing from the port of Port Blair) Rules, 
1975. 

(2) They shall apply to the Port of Port Blair in the Union 
Territory of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands (hereinafter 
referred to as “the Port”). 

2. Prohibition of entry, movement or departure of vessels 
without embarking pilot on board ; — No vessel of and above 
the measurement of 200 tonnes (hereinafter referred to as 
the “vessel”) shall enter into, move in or depart from the 
limits of the Port, without a Pilot first having embarked 
on board, to bo provided at the Port by the Conservator of 
the Port. 

3. Providing of Pilot ladder by vessels .’—Every such ves- 
sel shall, while entering into or departing from the limits of 
the Port or while changing berth from one place to another 
within the said limits, provide a Pilot Ladder conforming 
to the specifications and requirements as laid down in tha 
Merchant Shipping (Pilot Ladder) Rules, 1967 or any equally 
efficient or safe ladder, in order to facilitate the embarkation 
on and disembarkation from board of the pilot. 
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4. Restriction on entry and departure of more than one 
vessel at a time : — Not more than one vessel shall be al- 
lowed to enter into or depan from the limits of the Port at 
a time. Movements of such vessels shall bo regulated in 
accordance with the direction given to them from the 
Signal Tower to be provided for the purpose by the Conser- 
vator at a conspicuous place at the Port. 

5. Flying of National Colours etc, by vessels : — Every 
such vessel shall, between sun rise and sun set, when ente- 
ring into or departing from the limits of the Port fly conspi- 
cuously her National Colours, appropriate signal letters and 
signals as prescribed in the revised International Code of 
Signals in force with effect from the 1st day of April, 1969. 
indicating the presence of a pilot on board. 

6. Placing of requisition for pilot by vessels (1) Every 
vessel a pilot on board for entering into, moving in or de- 
parting from the limits of the port to which these rules 
apply shall indicate such requirement in writing to the Con- 
servator of the Port either directly or through her agent at- 
least twelve hoitrs in advance of the time schedule of such 
entry, movement of departure.

of Signals in force with effect from the 1st day of April 
1969, indicating such requirement. 

8, Duty Certificate for Services of Pilot : — (1) The Master 
of vessel provided with a Pilot on board shall sign the duty 
certificate presented by the Pilot and return the same to him 
prior to the disembarkation of the vessel by the Pilot. 

(2) The time of embarkation and disembarkation of the 
Pilot shall be clearly indicated by the Master of the vessel 
in the duty certificate. 

9. Dues for pilotage, shifting, berthing or underthing of cer- 
tain vessels : — (a) The pilotage fees for vessels of and above 
the measurement of 200 tonnes piloted in and out the port 
shall be levied at the rate of 50 paise per net registered 
tonne. 

(bl For shifting the berth of any such vessel from one place 
to another within the limits of the Port, a fee at the rate 
of Rs. 150/- per shift shall be levied, 

(c) For services rendered by Tug in connection with ber- 
thing or unberthing of any such vessel a fee at the rate of 
Rs, 200 per hour or part of an hour shall be levied, 

(d) All fees leviable under these rules shall be deposited 
in advance with the Accounts Officer, Marine and Shipping 
Departments, Port Blair by the Shipping Agents of the ves- 
sels concerned, and the difference between the amount of 
actual deposit made by the Shipping Agent under this rule 
and the amount of the actual fees calculated on the basis of 
the services rendered to the vessel shall either he made good 
by or refunded to the Shipping Agent concerned, as the 
case may be.

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living or 

(b) who, having a sprusc living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person 

shall bo eligible for appointment to the said post provided that the Central Government may if satisfied that such niairiageis permissible 
under the personal law applicable to such person and other party to the marriage and tbeie are other grounds fer so dcing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax : — Where Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons 
to b? recorded in writing relax any of the provisions of these lules with respect of any class or category of persons. 

7. Saving: — -Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

They have also recommended the revised scale of Rs. 380-640 for Caretakers in the scale of Rs. 150-380 which stipulates that 
in future qualifications for direct recruits should be Matriculate with Diploma in Sanitation or Catering and Four years experience. 

In the existing Recruitment Rules Assistant Caretkcrs in the Central P.W.D. are not included among 2nd category eligible for pro- 
motion in the pay scale of Rs. 380-640 (revised) to the post of Caretakers. The qualifications for direct recruitment are the same both for 
Assistant Caretaker and Caretaker and the same categories namely Sanitary Inspectors and Work Assistant are eligible for both the posts. 
The existing scale of Rs. 110-200 and Rs. 150-240 of Work Assistant and Sanitary Inspector have been revised to Rs. 260-430 and Rs. 330 
-560 respectively. Thus the revised scale of pay both for Sanitary Inspector and Assistant Caretaker is the same viz: Rs. 330-560. The follow- 
ing changes are proposed to be made in the recruitment rules for Caretakers and Assistant Caretaker in the Department keeping in view 
the aforesaid recommendations of 3rd Pay Commission and vis-a-vis the revised scales of pay fixed for these posts.

According to para 34 of the Employees’ Family Pension 
Scheme, 1971 the Family Pension and other benefits payable 
to members entering family pension fund after the age of 
25 years in accordance with paragraphs 28, 31 nnd 32 of 
the Scheme shall be multiplied by a factor depending on the 
age of entry given in Tabic II of the Schedule to that Scheme. 
Last factor provided in Table II by which the benefits pay- 
able under the Scheme are to be multiplied correspond to 
the entry age of 57 years* As the age nearest birthday 
is taken as the agg at entry for the purposes of the Scheme, 
the last entry covers entrants upto exact age 57 £ years only. 
In the circumstances, factor corresponding to age 58, is to 
be added covering members entering between exact ages 
57* and 58. 

2. In order to achieve uniformity and to avoid any dis- 
crimination between the members who could avail the bene- 
fits under the amended provisions and those who could 
not avail the same in the absence of the factor, the amend- 
ment is being given retrospective effect.

CUSTOMS 

G.S.R. 183. — exercise of the powers conferred by sub-seclion (1) of section 25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), read 
with sub-section (4) of section 31 of the Finance Act, 1975 (25 of 1975), the Central Government, being satisfied that it is necessary in tho 
public interest so to do, hereby exempts, the goods specified in the First Schedule to this Notification and imported, against an Advance 
licence issued under the Imports (Control) Order 1955, being materials required to be imported for the purpose of manufacturing goods for 
execution of an export order, from the duty of Customs and the auxiliary duty of Customs leviable thereon, subject to the following condi- 
tions, namely : — 

(a) the materials imported are covered in respect of value, quantity, descriptor), quality and technical characteristics by a duty 
exemption entitlement certificate ; 

(b) the importer at the time of clearance of the imported materials, makes a claim in writing to theCoilcctor of Customs for exemption 
from the duty of customs and the auxiliary duty of customs and executes a bond beloro such authority as may be approved by 
the Central Government for complying with the condition specified in this notification ; 

(c) tho exempt materials shall be used in the manufacture of such resultant products and in such factories as are specified in the duty 

exemption entitlement certificate ; 

(d) the exempt materials or any portion thereof shall not be sold or otherwise transferred to any other person, or utilised or permitted 
to be utilized in any other manner, without the previous permission of the committee ; 

(c) the goods corresponding to the resultant products in respect of value, quantity, description, quality and technical characteristics 
are exported within tho time specified in the said certificate, 

EXPLANATION In this notification 

(i) “Advance Licence” means a licence issued to a person under the Imports (Control) Order, 1955 in accordance with the relevant- 
import Trade Control Policy and approved by the Committee for import of materials, components and parts required for produ- 
ction to meet specific export orders ; 

(ij) “Committee” means the Inter Departmental Committee as constituted by the Central Government under the Office Memo- 
randum of the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce No. l(3)/66-EAC dated the 26th June, 1967 for the time being 
in force or as reconstituted by the Central Government from time to time ; 

(iii) “duty exemption entitlement certificate” means the certificate granted by the Committee in the form specified in the Second 
Schedule to this Notification ; 

(iv) “exempt materials” means all imported materials covered by the list of materials specified in the duty exemption entitlement 
certificate an eligible for exemption from duty under this notification ; 

(v) “materials” maan* goods which are raw materials (whether consumable or not) and includes semis, components and inter mediate 
products used in the mirmfaclurc of goods and their packings ;
